least it. soemec that way) to asking if the General Meeting was a General

The final subject" of the meeting, however, began to run hot. Of over 
70 bills before the IDA Council, less than 7 were to do anything but set 
up or clarify procedure. The turnover of members was running above 6096. 
Various other things had incapacitated IDA. Finally it was agreed to set 
up a new Constitution. Len Lakofka, Walt Buchanan and Lew Pulsipher were^ 
appointed to write it. 

The meeting brcfee up with Ray Heuer announcing the Calhamer Awards.
